ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1944  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Staveley,  it  is  pleasing  that  this 
will  be  the  last  in  which  we  have  been  engaged  in  total  war. 
It  does  seem,  however,  that  the  transition  period  from  a  total 
war  effort  to  total  peace-time  effort  will  be  as  long  if 
not  longer  than  the  period  taken  to  convert  the  country  to  a 
total  war  effort.  It  does  seem  that  we  are  going  through  a 
period  comparable  to  the  “Phoney  War”  period  of  1939, 
1940. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a  marked  improvement  over 
the  1943  figures,  the  general  death  rate  lias  fallen  from  11.09 
per  1,000  to  8.92  per  1,000,  while  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  (always  a  sensit-ve  index  of  the  health  of  a  community) 
shows  a  decrease  also,  the  figures  of  infantile  mortality  being 
as  follows : — 

1943 —  deaths  of  infants  under  1  vear  per  1,000  births, 

67.9G 

1944 —  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  per  1,000  births, 

40.42 

The  birth  rate  shows  an  increase  from  18.2  per  1,000 
living  in  1943  to  22.52  in  the  year  under  review. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  again  thanking 
the  Council  for  their  consideration  and  support  and  to  my 
colleagues  for  their  help  at  all  times.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS,  ETC. 

No  new  houses  have  been  built  in  the  area  during  the 
year,  and  in  common  with  all  other  local  authorities,  the 
Urban  District  is  faced  with  the  task  of  housing  overcrowded 

•  families. 

It  is  fortunate,  however,  in  that  it  has  no  war  damaged 
houses  to  repair,  nor  have  any  houses  been  demolished 
through  enemy  action.  Furthermore,  it  is  in  a  better  position 
than  the  majority  of  housing  authorities  that  there  are  com¬ 
paratively  few  unfit  houses  of  the  demolition  category  still 
remaining. 

Water  Supplies. 

Of  4,454  premises  on  the  rate  books,  4,448  have  a  piped 
water,  the  suppliers  being  the  North  East  Derbyshire  Joint 
Water  Committee. 

The  supply  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 
Where  the  water  at  the  source  has  a  plumbo  solvent  action, 
it  is  treated  with  calcium  hydrate  to  raise  the  pH  value  to 
about  8.  Daily  tests  are  made  to  ascertain  the  pH  value 
and  the  dose  of  calcium  hydrate  adjusted  so  that  at  no  time 
is  an  acid  water  passed  on  to  the  consumer. 

Samples  of  water  from  houses  are  taken  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  as  a  rout'ne  measure  by  the  Sanitary 
Officers  and  the  suppliers  have  bacteriological  examinations 
made  of  raw  and  treated  waters. 

Information  regarding  samples  is  interchanged  between 
the  officials  concerned. 

When  unsatisfactory  reports  are  as  a  result  of  the  exam¬ 
inations  the  chlorine  dose  in  increased.

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INFESTATION. — Personal. 

Treatment  Centre,  Poolsbrook. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  2,890  patients  attended  the 
centre  for  treatment  for  scabies  or  verminous  heads. 

A  table  of  the  cases  is  appended. 

As  a  routine,  all  patients  attending  for  treatment  for 
scubies  ure  thorough!)  examined  for  head  and  body  infesta¬ 
tion  Of  the  2,378  patients  attending  for  treatment  for 
scabies,  249  had  infested  heads,  i.e.,  just  over  10  per  cent. 
In  the  age  group,  5 — 15,  the  percentage  of  scabies  witli 
verminous  heads  rises  to  26.3  per  cent. 

Two  interesting  investigations  were  carried  out  on  the 
personal  cleanliness  of  persons  suffering  from  scabies  and 
those  with  lousy  heads. 

(1)  Scabies. 

A  group  of  809  individuals  suffering  from  scabies  were 
noted  as  to  their  personal  cleanliness. 

785  could  be  classed  as  clean,  64  dirty  and  10  very  dirty. 

In  terms  of  family  groups  200  were  examined  and  17 
were  dirty,  i.e.,  8.6  per  cent. 

(2)  Yerminuos  Heads. 

In  this  investigation  combings  from  a  group  of  121  per¬ 
sons  were  examined  and  in  90  they  were  found  to  be  clean. 
In  other  words  82.6  per  cent,  of  cases,  heads  were  not  “dirty” 
in  the  sense  that  filth  was  present  but  were  infested  with 
lice. 

Another  investigation  completed  was  on  the  use  of  medi¬ 
caments  used  by  patients  themselves  to  treat  scabies.  Out  of 
1,797  cases  under  investigation,  1,099  had  used  some  type  of 
preparation  entirely  useless  for  curing  scabies.  617  patients 
had  used  only  one  type  and  482  had  used  more  than  one  type. 
It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  most  widely  used  were 
those  preparations  much  advertised  as  “cure-alls”  for  skin 
troubles. 

The  most  arduous  work  done,  was  on  the  suggestion 
and  directed  by  Dr.  Kenneth  Mellanby  of  the  Sorby 
Research  Institute,  Sheffield,  to  ascertain  the  average  louse 
population  in  heads.  These  investigations  are  now  complete, 
but  the  results  have  not  yet  been  co-ordinated  and  studied. 
It  is  hoped  they  will  be  published  during  1945. 
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INCIDENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Diphtheria — Four  cases  were  notified  in  the  year  as  against 
two  in  the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation — Age  under  5  years,  66. 

Age  5  years  and  over,  but  under  15,  112. 

Scarlet  Fever — Forty-two  cases  were  notified  in  the  year  as 
against  thirty-five  in  the  preceding  year.  No  deaths 
resulted  from  either  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever. 

Measles — Only  three  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with 
two  hundred  and  sixty-five  in  the  previous  year.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough — This  showed  a  big  increase.  Forty-nine 
cases  were  notified  with  one  death  as  against  twenty- 
one  notifications  in  1943  and  no  deaths. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever — No  notifications  were  received.

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Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

During  the  year  some  complaints  have  been  received 
as  to  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk.  These  were  investi¬ 
gated  at  the  producers’  premises  and  advice  given  as  to  the 
keeping  clean  of  utensils  and  the  cooling  and  storage  of 
milk. 

35  persons  are  registered  as  Producer  Retailers,  and  15 
persons  registered  as  retailers  of  milk,  only  11  of  these  have 
their  premises  outside  the  Council  area. 

35  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  and 
defects  were  found,  3  cases  were  abated  satisfactorily.

Smoke  Observations  at  Colliery  Tips. 

No  observations  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  as 
the  works  are  mostly  steel  and  iron  works.  Visits  have  been 
made  to  burning  colliery  tips.  The  district  has  suffered 
from  atmospheric  impurities  from  these  tips.

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  where  rag  or  flock 
is  manufactured  or  sold. 


Bed  Bugs. 

Few  complaints  have  been  received,  but  tenants  in  6 
Council  houses  and  2  private  houses  were  fumigated  during 
the  year  with  Thermatox  Fumigators,  and  were  satisfactory 
on  re-visits. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

No  conversions  from  earth  closets  to  W.C.’s  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  Newr  W.C.’s  have  been  erected 
for  the  use  of  military  personnel  during  the  year  1944.

Tents.  Vans  and  Sheds. 

There  are  7  Vans  erected  in  the  area,  these  are  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

During  the  year,  two  complaints  were  received,  and 
visits  were  made.  Squils  and  Liverpool  Virus  were  laid. 

During  the  year  the  local  rat  catchers  have  regularly 
visited  the  Council  refuse  tips  and  farm  buildings  in  the 
area. 

The  number  of  rats  caught  and  reported  was  720. 
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
